bv the trader. The servant bad belonged to the 
Sitlrcn of Rev. F. A. Ross, D.D., and their claims to 
ha „; D <T been relinquished, he was sold to meet a claim 
«1000 or more, which this church-member bad 
fLinst their esteemed father. The negro bad been sold 
"r gent to Mississippi, and, rather than be separated 
from bis wise and children, with no prospect of seeing 
them again, be escaped to the woods, and lay bid for more 
than a vear. He was found by some hunters, brought in 
•nd delivered to the trader. It was supposed that be 
wonid be seut, without any parade, to the cotton fields of 
a more southern State. Bnt the church-member agreed 
that be should be openly and publicly whipped, frith 
hie chains on, he teas taken by the parsonage, the minister’s 
house, to a field, just back of the church, where he was 
vhip'pcd naked, tied to four saplings, each arm and each 
fool titd to a sapling, blindfolded, so that he coaid not see 
trien the blows were coming, and pinned to the earth. It I 
was said he needed but the yoke or a two-tined fork over 
bis neck to finish this Mississippi scene. A by-stander, 
from motives of humanity, spread his clothes under his 
stomach, to keep him from the rocks and the bare ground. 
A leather strap had been nailed to a wood handle for the 
occasion. Thus far there bad been various spectators. 
The crowd was now requested to stand Borne distance off, 
os they wanted to get some confession from the boy as to 
who harboured him, &e. They retired a little distance, 
bat where they conld still hear the blows, and witness the 
scene, and hear the negro’s cries. It was understood that 
the trader told the boy that he would not strike him a 
blow if he would tell who bad fed and harboured him ; if 
not, that be would give him 900 lashes, or whip him till 
Saturday night, to make him tell. The whipping com¬ 
menced. It was currently reported in the community 
that it was administered by a man too often under the 
inflneuce of intoxication, with revengeful feeling because 
the negro had escaped him once before, and with profane 
words—that the negro cried in vain for mercy—that he 
whipped on till he gave him thbbb hundred and thirty 
odd blows, and would probably have given him more bad 
not the nuils come loose from the strap. All this, too, 
was public, witnessed by a number of the citizens and a 
nundier of the college students. Some counted the blows 
and waited about two hours till the whole was over, then 
went up and looked at the body and the bloody strap 
with which he had been beaten; others, sick at heart, 
turned away from the revolting scene and went to their 
homes. 

It was reported that the-boy was to be taken nut tho 
next day and the balance of the nine hundred blows giveQ 
him with a saw, or at least that he should bo whipped 
until credible testimony should be extorted from him 
against others. But for some reason this was abandoned. 
A magistrate remarked that, from all he could gather, 
such was the feeling of the eoinmuoiiy that if they “ had 
undertaken it, the second day, they would not have got 
through with it.” 

It is difficult for persons at a distance to understand 
the extent of the excitement produced by all these cir¬ 
cumstances. Had it beeo an ordinary punishment, little 
might have beeu said about it. Had it been done in 
private, it would have attracted less notice. One citizen, 
whose heart ached os he saw the whole scene, remarked 
that conld the county have been assembled there, it would 
have made five hundred life-long enemies to the institution 
of slavery. Another said he would not have witnessed it 
again for 8500. It was rumored through the community, 
on the authority of his brother-in-law, that the cbnrch- 
member (Col. Netherland) was equally responsible for 
the whipping with the trader. Many regarded it as an 
insult to tbq citizens of the town to briug Mississippi 
brutalities so close to oor doors. 

The community bad not recovered from the shock before 
they were agitated again by a rumour of a still more 
melancholy instance of cruelty. The same church-member 
referred to had taken an old gray-headed servant, that 
bad helped nurse him in childhood, aDd, on mere suspi¬ 
cion, it was said, that he knew the hiding-place of the 
runaway, be had given him to the same negro-trader to 
be ironed, taken to a neighbouring county and whipped 
at discretion. It was reported that this trader had 
stopped, with the servant, at Bean’s Station; that he 
took him to a stable on the public highway, and, in the 
loft, stripped him Daked, stretched him on a plank, tied 
bis arms together under the plank, strapped his feet to a 
post, and tied bis head forward to a brace, so that he 
could, not move or, in the slightest degree, evade the 
blows; that he whipped him with a carpenter’s hand-saw 
—a Mississippi way of whipping—which raises large 
blisters and bursts them, cutting the bide in pieces; that 
he whipped him on Sunday, whipped him till the neigh¬ 
bours closed their doors, shut down their windows and 
dropped their curtains to keep from hearing the blows 
and the Degro’s cries for mercy—whipped him till the 
women of the place cried out against it—till one man said, 
if It was not stopped, he would return him to Court—till 
the landlord, after he had given him, as he supposed, at 
least three hundred blows with the saw, went to him 
end told him that he most put an end to it, that he him- 
self was liable to indictment for suffering such things on 
premises, and that he was unable and unwilling to 
bear it any longer; that the trader became angry that 
any man should interfere with his whipping a slave even 
on Sunday; that he had hired a H*tle boy to get him a 
bundle of whips, with which he intended to whip him 
over the raw flesh, after his back Bhould be blistered and 
cut with the saw. It was said that the trader, after the 
landlord arrested his whipping, manacled the negro, and, 
shaking the dust off of his feet in disgust against the 
Rean Station people, he went on to Rutledge; that the 
slave had two fits or spasms, as the effects of the whipping, 
one iu the buggy and one-in the jail, when the irons were 
taken off his limbs (hypocrite fits of course, as the trade 
allows no limit to the endurance of a slave); that never¬ 
theless the trader stripped him again the next day, tied 
him np in the jail, and, although the sheriff and the jailer 
Wef e opposed to his being whipped there, taking advan¬ 
tage of the absence of the jailer, he took three slicks from 
a loom and whipped him over the raw flesh to make him 


tell what it is believed by many be did not know, and of 
course could not tell, and that in this respect the testi- 1 
mony of the servants corresponded; that, not satisfied 
With his confessions, he gave out word that he would 
whip him again the next day; that the jailer resolved to 
prevent the jail being used any more for such a purpose, 
and the inspectors instructed him not to suffer it; and 
that most of these particulars of the whipping the trader 
himself acknowledged in the statements he made to vari¬ 
ous individuals. 

After remaining at Rutledge nearly a week to heal np 
his back, the gray-headed old servant, the Sabbath even¬ 
ing after the whipping of the runaway, returned home. 

. The horrible details of this whipping of Anthony but 
'ofiamed the public feeling of indignation against slave- 
frading cruelties. Yet it was whispered that the owner 
responsible for it all, and justified it all. This was 
too much to be believed. It seemed a matter of astomsh- 
tUent, however, to many, that a respectable man, and a 
professing Christian mao, should give his slave, who could 
oopend upon his master alone for protection, to the tender 
® fe rcies of a negro-trader, and tell him to whip him at his 
Ojscretiou—a gray-headed servaLt, too, that had nursed 
® 10 boyhood i a servant reputed as generally dutiful 
Ch exem P lar y. and a member also of the Presbyterian 
„ “orch in common with his master. If, as God says, 
joe mereiim man is merciful to his beast,” one is almost 
t 0 form an opinion of such things as these.*

A number of members of the Church complained of the 
whipping as it was reported and believed to have taken 
place. They thought, as it was no private matter, and 
no ordinary case, that some notice should be taken of it. 
Members of other Churches, interested in the cause i 
common Christianity, spoke in the same way This 
the feeling of slaveholders as well as non-slaveholders. As 
the rumoured offences were public, and as the opinion still 
prevails that a master is responsible to God and to the 
Church for the proper and Christian treatment of his I 
slave, it was thought the least that conld be done was to 
call the Session together to consult as to the wisest and 
best course to pursue with reference to the matter. No 
charge was preferred, for, according to the Confession of 
Faith, to initiate a prosecution itqnires the charge to be 
specified, the witnesses to be named, a citation to be giveD, 
°od a ten days’ notice to be served. A question of vera- 
ity has been raised on this point, but it is only a question 
of sense, and the book decides it. The Session preferred 
a milder course. One member suggested that, as the in-1 
dividual complained of was a high-minded and honourable J 
as soon as he heard that rumours prejudicial to him 
in circulation, he would most likely, of choice, come 
before the Church Session aDd relieve himself of all uDjust 
censure. And, on motion, one of the Elders was appointed 
him, tell him the action of the Session aDd request 
> come before us the following Sabbath morning, 
and give us all the facts of the case. This was the exteut 
of wbat was asked. I thought he would cheerfully 
comply with this request and exonerate himself of the 
rumoured cruelties of the negro-trader, for which the 
community seemed to hold him, in part at least, responsi¬ 
ble. Could he have done this, and had he done it, tbe 
breach would have been healed and the Church need not 
have been torn in twain. Many feared bis standing and 
natural pride would keep him from following the course 
we hoped he would be able to pursue. Nothing but the 
kindest thoughts were cherished and the mildest words ] 
uttered by all tbe members of the Session respecting him. 
Bnt no sooner bad his family and friends beard of this 
meeting of the Sessioo, and of the subject before it, than . 
some of them took violent grounds against it. Out of 
respect to the member implicated, they said “ they conld 
not hear their minister preach again.” By a concerted 
movement with the slave-traders and several disaffected 
members of tbe congregation—very few of them members 
of tbe Chnrcb—tbe plan was agreed upon of getting rid 
of the minister to whom some of them had been so much 
attached, but whose present action they seemed deter¬ 
mined to misunderstand or misrepresent, and whose con¬ 
scientious faithfulness seemed now to displease them. 

A pliable physician, of peculiar temperament, who bad 
himself denounced the whipping, we are told, and repeat¬ 
edly, in unmeasured terms, one of tbe board of Elders, 
offered his services cheerfully to get the consent of the 
Church to the proposed plan of my leaving. Four days 
subsequent to the meeting of the Session alluded to, after 
the Thursday Dight prayer-meeting, this physiciaD, with 
a man ont of the Church, met me at the bouse of a 
friend, and I was there informed that, owing to the meet¬ 
ing of the Session for tbe object contemplated, tbe 
Church would be divided if 1 remained the minister. 
This seemed to be the only issue, and 1 accepted it. The 
Dr. referred to remarked that he bad been pretty much 
around the congregation, and my best friends had agreed 
to tbe arrangement. I did not then question this state¬ 
ment. The three spoke of their utmost confidence and 
tbe confidence of tbe whole Church in me as a muD, a 
Christian, a minister and a friend. We talked and wept 
together. For 1 candidly acknowledge the prospect ot 
partiDg with those for whom I bad laboured so long, for 
whose happiness and prosperity! had toiled so cheerfully, 
until, as one esteemed friend affectingly expressed it, 

“ my head had grown gray in their service,” was ealeu -1 
laled to awaken the tenderest emotions. 

I felt, too, that there was little hope now of leaving 
the Church united. I knew that n majority of the c I 
gregation and community could not be brought to sa 
tion the slave-trader’s inhumanity. The Church was 
divided by tho meeting of the Session to counsel together 
as to the best method to pursue, bnt it wasdivided by the 
cruelties themselves alleged to have been perpetrated 
under the direotion of Col. Netherland (for he is the 
church-member referred to), and bis uowilliognees to 
make tho least explanation. I bad hoped, contrary to 
tho rumours, mat ne conld so present bis case as to re¬ 
lieve himself of any serious blame. Bnt he and his 
friends agreed upon a different policy. They arrested 
the modorute and judioioos action of the Session by say- 
iog that the minister ought to leave for presuming to in¬ 
quire into the case. Some said that Mr. Netherland was 
not responsibie-for the whipping of Abe, though be was 
far that of Anthony. His brutb<r-iu-luw said he was 
solely responsible for the whipping of Anthony, am) 
equally responsible with the trader for the whipping of 
Abe. Some said that the runaway had laid violent bands 

a black man, and deserved to be punished—to this it 

s replied that the man be struck was going off with 
bis wife to marry her, and many a white man would have 
killed another for a similar offence. A Methodist minis¬ 
ter used to say, when the price of negroes was up some 
people are always ready to raise cry—“ negroes bad- 
very bad—perfect outlaws”; wben families are parted all 
know plenty of excuses are usaally given. Bnt allow the 
runaway to have been ODe of the worst of slaves, be was 
not whipped, it was said, for anything he had dooe. 
This plea, therefore, for their cruelty, in either case, was 
voluntarily and effectually put out of their bands. They 
stated, we have been told, in the hearing of witnesses, 
that tbe negro should not be struck a blow for anything 
he bad done, but to extort testimony. If Mr. Netherland 
was not concerned in tbe whipping, how easy for him to 
have said so to his brethren in the Church. If he did not 
approve of the whipping of Anthony with a saw, and on 
Sunday, and to tbe extent believed, how easy for him to 
have said so. He was no more than any other member 
of the Church; and if any considerable number of tbe 
members of that Church complained of his course, us 
currently reported, the peace of the Church and the good 
will of tbe community, to say nothing of his obligations 
* " ' J to retire him to make some explanation 

for the rupture his conduct had really 
produced. It is sad for us to say that we now have posi¬ 
tive testimony that Mr. Netherland had been informed 
of the particulars of the whipping at Bean Station seve¬ 
ral days before the meeting of the Session. He was told 
at Bean Station, by those who knew, that it was done od 
Sunday, with unwonted brutality, with a saw, aDd that 
the community felt ontraged by it. If he chose to break 
with his minister aDd members of the Session, and tbe 
Church, and many of his former friends, rather than with 
the trader, he was certainly free to do so ; but if this was 
his choice, he has little room to complain of tbe commu¬ 
nity, even if a majority of them, under the circumstances, 
should feel equally free not onlyto think, but to say to 
one another that his membership bad ceased to be hon¬ 
ourable to the Church, and that it would be no disadvan¬ 
tage to a professing Christian, who would justify all these 
things, to be converted over again. 

It was said that the negro trader was more than will¬ 
ing to carry out the torturing plan, in the hope that 
other slaves might be implicated by tbe extorted testi¬ 
mony, who would thus be thrown into the market, and 
tbe sufferings of the slave might, in this way, redound to 
his individual profit, if not to the peace of the Church. 
Mr. Netherland and his friends were understood to de¬ 
fend his position on the chattel ground, that it was with 
the master exclusively as to the extent he should correct j 
his slave, and, no matter how cruelly or inhumanly treated, 
tbe minister, or Session, or Church bad no right to 
inquire into it. If he whips him till he dies, said South¬ 
erner, in an article in tbe Rogersville Times, attributed 
by some to Mr. Netherlands brother-in-law, already r< 
ferred to, “ be is his money,” and there the matter ends. 

But the slave-traders had carried tbe day. For several 
years they had clamoured for my removal, but had been 
kept at bay by tbe piety of the Cburcb ; now, with Mr. 
Netherland in the scale, they had carried their point. 
Distinctly understanding that there was bnt the one issue 
I tendered the Mowing resignation to the Session and 
Church. 

[We omit the letter of resignation, which was accepted by the 
ession: also, Mr. Sawyer's elaborate exposition of hi, of 

lavery and abolition. The statement closes as follows :J

We bave been at Rutledge and Bean Station, and 
have heard men express themselves as perfectly satisfied 
that every important allegation could be substantiated in 
a court of justice, by reliable witnesses under oath. And 
if Mr. Netherland and tbe trader should be presented by 
the Grand J ary, and would like to see the matter tested, 
much as we regret to say it, we believe it can b< 

In concluding this statement, which is fuller than I bad

When years bave rolled by, and present 
differences are buried under the waves of time, should 
God lead my steps again to visit the grave of my little 
child, and tbe field of my early ministerial labours, I hope 
to have cordial hands to greet me, and warm hearts to 
welcome me. But if, after we part with each other, we 
meet not again till we stand before God in eternity, I can 
add do better wish than that we may be on the right of 
the Throne, in that better world, where there are do un¬ 
pleasant differences, and no alienation of Iriends forever.

PERSECUTION OF REV. J. D. LONG. I 

From Tbe North era Independent. 

The delegates from slave territory to tbe last General 
Conference solemnly declared, over and over again, that 
there were very few slaves held by oar members on the 
border—they conld call to mind but here and there an 
instance. By these representations, the Committee on 
Slavery were induced to embody this sentiment in their 
Report, or, at least, that there was very little “ mercenary 
slave-holding ” in the Church : and tbe same statement 
was put into tbe Pastoral Address, and allowed to pass 
without debate. Still, very few real anti-slavery men 
believed the representations. For ourself, we never bad 
particle of confidence in them. 

Now, it appears from the testimony of Br. Long, a 
member of the Philadelphia Conference, who has spent 
most of his life in the midst of slavery, that there are at 
least trno thousand “ mercenary ” slaveholders in Philadel¬ 
phia aod Baltimore Conferences alone!. Six thousand 
slaves held by two thousand Methodists, in two of our 
Conferences! * * * - * * * 

Speaking of Br. Long’s boob, tbe North-fVestem 
Christian Advocate says:

Then it charges that the Conference and the difficulties 
re misrepresented on “pages 43,44,45,338,” of the 
Pictures ot Slavery.” Now, these lour pages referred 
y contain some forty distinct sentences, with nearly 
twice that number of distinct averments. But which of | 
these is claimed to be a misrepresentation—which mis 
represents the “ Conference,” and which the “ difficulties” 
the “ specificator” does not specily. And so of all tie 
rest, there is not a specification in the bill—not a point upon 
which tbe accused is notified that he will be put upon bis 
trial; or upon which he has tbe slightest chance to pre¬ 
pare a defence. 

The bill shows upon its very face a plot to prevent a 
fair trial, and “ crush out ” tbe glowing aDri-slavery senti¬ 
ment of the Conference, by the sacrifice of Br. Long. 
No donbt a thousand good Methodist slaveholders can 
be found, among the thousands on the border, who will 
testify before the Conference that he has misrepresented 
them. He says they are mercenary slaveholders—that 
slaveholdiDg is a sin, Ac., Ac., and will they not swear 
that that is misrepresentation ? Of course, be will be 
condemned. May God help all the friends of human 
freedom to remember him, as bound with him.

We 
therefore take an early occasion to present our thaDtt to 
tbe Rev. Thomas J. Quigley (of whom we also rtver 
before heard), who has taken the above-Damed J. D. long 
in hand, aud who is after him with the most elaborately 
whittled of sharp ecclesiastical sticks.

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LETTER FROM THE SOUTH. 

' From Zion'a Herald. 

The paragraphs below we extract from a letter before 
ns, written from Louisiana. If, as a letter from Missis¬ 
sippi lost week stated, the writer was in daDger of “ fine 
aud imprisonment” for taking a religions publication, 
that only meekly whispered that it was anti-slavery, our 
readers will see our reason for accediDg to the request of 
the writer, Dot to publish his name or exact residence 
He intends to free his slaves and live at the North. The 
sentences are not always complete; we give them as they 
are actually written: 

“ If I had not known and seen so much of the cruelties 
and outrages of slavery ; if God had not in mercy opened 
my eyes, and softened my heart, aud caused me 'o say, 
‘ Down with that cruel whip ’ that I had handled for seve¬ 
ral years, at times unmercifully, I should laugh at those 
he an: now hurraing for the extension of slavery. 

“ Because yon well know, sir, that frail, fallen man, at 
times, is liabk< to lo6e his temper, and glut his pas.-ion on 
tbe helpless victim that muy be stretched out nuked, or 
almost so, at his feet, where there is no appeal from the 
whip and tbe oue-mau power of the slaveholder and 
slave-driver. A solemn case it is to be tried before the 
American people—that of slavery-extension or tbe non- 
extension of the sensual and b.-utul monster, slavery, that 
bus made the Church a bed of sin aud crnelty. 

“ The second richest slavcboluer iu the State of . 

told me that overseeing and Christianity wonid not 
answer together; that I had to quit one or the other. 
Then, O how wicked it must be to extend the system, if 
a Christian man cannot superintend its affairs. 

“ Paul was a good anti-slavery man, for when he sent 
the fugitive slave back to his master, he sent him not as 
a servant, but above a servant, a brother beloved, both in 
tbe flesh and in the Lord—and knowing that thou wilt 
do more than I say. 

" Ii some of tbe friends of slavery extension had been 
with me, amongst the sugar and cotton plantations of the 
South, for the last twenty-three years, and bad seen the 
Christian female slave forced to live in a state of sin, 
ireed to yield her own child of fourteen to gratify the 
msual lusts of the master, had known of masters making 
practice of these thiDgs, too bad to be written or talked 
about—even the Church being guilty of these things—if 
they had seen the board as it bad mashed the alum salt into 
the flesh, and seen teD to twenty whipped of nights at the 
cotton-weigbiDg, had seen the stocks, the neck-irons, the 
gags and stiff legs belonging to slavery, and knew that 
cruelly and slavery wem band in baDd, because there 
must be a stimulant to labour ; and the lasb is tbe only 
stimulant tbe slave has to iodnee him to labour, aDd from 
that he has no appeal. The slave master has his own 
graveyard, and the flesh and blood of bis slave is bought 
and sold; shall he not do as he pleases with bis owd ? 
Who dare, in a slave State, pry into his neighbonr’s 
business, and who wants to do so ? ” 

Thus much we extract from the letter; the rest is 
harder. Tbe system is the same everywhere. Itself a vio¬ 
lation of the first principles of right, it necessitates vio¬ 
lence, aDd cod live only on injustice. Nothing in the 
above is worse than what occurred bnt a few weeks ago, 
between ua aod the capital of our own coantry, where a 
tor old man was throst into prison for teD years, for 
ivmg a copy of “ Uncle Tom's Cabin” in his hands. 
Aod yet our own Methodist “ organs ” circulate in that 
very neighbourhood,and Methodist ministers “ itinerate” 
around the old man’s now desolate hovel, and not one of 
them—except Border ”—dares to lift up his voice against 
this cruelty and meanness. Why? Forsooth it is “ politi- 
’' ’’ Shame on such poltroonery 1 It makes us blush 
ur species. Were we such slaves, we too, like our 
coloured brethren, woald buy an underground ticket, and 
make off for Canada, and, till we reached it, keep em¬ 
phatically under ground. 


MORALITY OF SLAVEHOLDING RELIGION. 

From Tbe Kortnera Independent. 

While residing in one of onr Southern cities, I boarded 
with a Rev. gentleman of the M. E. Church, South, who 
appeared caDdid, grave, aod conscientious, and whose 
wearing apparel, by the way, drab-coloured, broad- 
brimmed beaver, straight collar, shad-bellied coat, and 
snowy white cravat, gave most unmistakable evidence of 
bis clerical caste. But he was a slaveholder, and had 
been so for years, and was not ashamed of it; shame on 
him 1 Sometimes he would bave family prayers, and 
sometimes not, as it might happen sometimes ; instead 
thereof, he would scold and storm at his slaves, either one 
of which I suppose was equally acceptable or precious 
to the all-wise Hearer of prayer. His slaves consisted of 
the following group, a mother of about fifty, aod some 
eight children, from a young man of twenty to a little 
child of some three years old. The woman was a mulatto, 
and her children of a mongrel sort, from the woolly¬ 
headed African to the fair quadroon beauty. 

Are these yonr slaves ? ” said I to my clerical host, 

I soon alter coming to board with him. 

“Yes,” replied he. 

“ Are all these ber children?” 

“ Yes.” 

“ Then she has a husband ?” I remarked. 

“ No.” 

“ But she once had one ? ” continued I. 

“ Yes,” said he, and added, “ a few years ago I 
him.” 

“ What, having children and no husband ? ” 

“Yes, no trouble about that.” 

“ But how is this,” said I, «the oldest one is a regular 
black, and that little girl,” pointing to one almost white, 
“is white? " 

“ Oh,” said he, “ that she had by her black man, but 
this white girl she had by a white man where I let her 
out, at tbe hotel.” 

“ What, a white man iosalt your woman thus, 
hotel ? ” said I,and continued, “did you not feel like pro- 
| securing the wretch who so abused her ? ” 

“ No,” was the answer of the Rev. slaveholder, and 


added, with a meaning smile, “ that white one will fetch a 
heap more money than the others.” 

TALK WITH A SLAVE GIRL. 

“ How much do girls hire for, here ? ” 

“ I gets six dollars a month,” was the answer. 

“ How old are you ? ” 

“ Dunno.” 

“Are you free ? ” 

“ No, I belongs to Mias-.” 

“ Have you any children ? ” 

“ Yes, I's got two.” 

“ How old are they ? ’’ 

“ Sal, she’s six, and Wash, he’s three.” 

“ Where is your husband ? ” 

“I’s not married.' 1 

“ I thought you said you had children! ” 

“ So I has.” 

“ Is your mistress a member of the Church ? ” 

“Yes, course she is.” 

“ Did u’t she tell you it was wroDg to have children, if 
you were tot married ? ” 

“ No, of course not ” (simply and angrily). 

“ What did she say whtD your children were born ? ” 
* Did n’t say nothin.” 

THE SLAVE POTTER’S FIELD. 

In death, as in life, the soeial distinctions of slavery are 
carefully maintained. Laid to rest in a “ Potter’s Field,” 
the dead bodies of the slaves never mingle their dost with 
that of the sovereign race. No monument, inscribed 
with tbe name of the deceased, ever marks the spot where 
he lies, as no legal sanction was ever given to his name 
while he lived. A rough stone, gathered from tbe way- 
side, or a branch of cedar soon to die, is his only monu¬ 
ment. So perish an nndistinguishable throng, the enslaved 
race of the South. For two centuries, tbe long and ever- 
swelling procession has been moving aloDg in its weary 
' to the grave, but no name of them all survives, save 
e, here and there, one has escaped out of the Ameri¬ 
can Egypt, or, Spartacus-hke, has risen to take bloody 
vengeance on his oppressors. A race of many millions 
has miDgka in the very thick of American civilization, 
reaching even into the nineteenth century, and yet tbeir 
place in bumaD history is a blank. 

Reader, what do yon think of such an institution, of 
sneb a system of piety, which leaves men below the level 
of humanity? Is this Christianity? And are they 
Christians whose hearts are thus too hard and narrow to 
admit the common sentiments of humanity ? Alas, for 
such piety, both unbuman and inhuman. Of wbat avail 
are tbe prayers, sermons, professions, &e., of a man who 
caD coolly and deliberately sell his brother into perpetual 
bondage? “ If a man love not his brother, whom he 
hath seen, how can he love God, whom he hath not seen ? " 
If he can thus coolly aod deliberately disregard tbe claims 
of his brother, wby should he regard those of his God? 
In spite of their high pretensions to a consistent Bible 
piety, a haughty, waspish, acrimonious spirit conld be 
detected, underlying it all. And how can it be otherwise, 
since they stoutly deny, if not wholly, yet in part, tbe 
fundamental claims of tbe law and of the Gospel ? Short 
of this, men may make long prayers, high pretensions, and 
tunny proselytes I short of this, they may employ, with 
wonderful success, a thousand so-called soul-saving expe¬ 
dients! bnt short of this, they cannot be ChnsUnns.' short 
of this, they can never get into heaven I And finally, in 
view ot what it has been onr fortune to bave witnes ed, 
while passing through the Sonth, in nearly a three years' 
sojourn among them, our very soul is sick with the ever¬ 
lasting hypocrisy and rotteuuess of tbe institution there; 
and the miserable apologies of doughfaces and D.D's. 
echoing through the Noilb, in favour of tbe great Son th¬ 
em goddess. Argus. 
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Such being the operation of that provision of tbe Con- 
stitutioD of the United States which we bave cited above* 
upon the condition of those persons who were re> ognistd 
as citizens of tbe several States at the adoption of the 
Constitution, it becomes pertinent to oar inquiry to ascer- 
n’n the political condition of the free coloured people of 
African descent in the several States at that time. Were 
they then recognised as citizens of any of tbe States which 
entered into and composed a part of the United States? I 
Let the Constitutions ot tbe States then existing, and the I 
practice under them, answer. The fact of citizenship muy I 
be established in various ways. Tbe enjoyment of the 
elective franchise is believed to be one of the highest tests 
of the fact. 

There may be citizenship without the enjoyment of this 
tight, as in the case of women, children, paupers and tbe 
like; but it is believed no instance can be found iu which 
tbe right to vote at our general elections has been con- 
I to persons born on onr soil who were not at tbe 
deemed citizens of the States in which they enjoyed 
tbe right. 

The Constitution of the United States was adopted 
September 17,1787. 

The Constitution of New York, adopted A pril 20, 
1777, section 7, provides

The old Constitution did not contain this provision 
discriminating against the “ man of colour.” 

The Constitution of New Jersey, adopted July 2,1776,

tied within the county ia which they claim a vote for twelve 
athffi immediately preceding the election, shall be entitled to rote 
.. . representatives in Coui.cil and Assembly; and also for all other 
public officers that shall be elected by the people of the county at 
large.” 

In 1844 the Constitution of New Jersey was nmended, 
and the elective franchise was restricted to “ white male 
citizens of tbe United States.” 

Maryland adopted a Constitution in 1776, the second 
section of which provides that 

tbo\e twenty one years of aze, having a freehold of 
d in the county in which they offer to vote, aod re- 
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NEGRO CITIZENSHIP IN MAINE. 

The Legislature of Maine, at its last session, under 
provision of the State Constitution, which authorizes 
them in certain cases to call for tl c opinion of the Supreme 
Court on questions of iuw invoi . .ng the interests of the 
public, submitted to the Court the question as to tbe right 
of persons of African descent to vote ; and we bave before 
ns, in The Kennebec Journal, the decision of the Court 
sustaining their right aud the practice of the State. There 
were four opinions delivered in the cavi : one signed by 
five Judges, in which is contained the decision of tbe 
Court; a second by Judge Appleton; a third by Judge 
Davis, sustaining that decision, bnt taking up some points 
not touched by the other Judges ; and u fourth by Joshua 
\\. Hathaway, dissenting from the decision. 

The opinion signed by the ruujority of tbe Judges is 
given below. - 

OPINION OF TUB 8. J. COURT. 

The uudersigued, Justices of the Supremo Judicial 
Court, respectfully present their opinion in answer to the 
interrogatory addressed to them by tbe order of the 
Senate, nuder date ot March 26,1857. 

The imerrogatory, as propounded, is very comprehen¬ 
sive in its terms, and includes “ free coloured persons, of 
African descent, haviDg a residence established in some 
town in this State, for the term of three months next pre¬ 
ceding any election,” &c., whether such perbODs are me 
women, children, paupers, persons under guardianship, 
unnaturalized foreigners. 

Presuming it to have been the intention of the Senate 
to confine the inquiry to free coloured male persons oi 
African descent, who are tweuty-one years of age and 
upwards, and who are possessed ot tbe other qualifications 
requisite to constitute a white citizen a voter, we will 
proceed to answer. 

Art ii, i 1, of the Constitution of Maine provides that 

“ Every male citizen of tbe United States, of the age of twenty one 
yearn and upwards, excepting paupers, persona under guardianship 
t-iians not taxed, having his reaideuce established in this State 
term of three months next preceding any election, shall be an 
for Governor, Senators and Representatives in the town or 
plantation Where his residence is so established.” 

This raises for our consideration the distinct question, 
whether free native-born coloured persoos, of African 
descent, are recognised as “ citizens or tbe United States r 
' the above provision of tbe Constitution. 

The political status of that portion of the African race. 
in this country, which ia not in tbe state of slavery has 
long been matter of contestation, not only amoDg politi¬ 
cians, but to seme exteDt also among courts and jurists. 
Chancellor Kent, in a note to tbe 257th page of tbe 
cond volume of bis Commentaries (4th edition), says: 

•Citizens, under onr Constitution and laws, mean free inhabitants 

_rn within the United States, or naturalize! under the laws of Con J 

gress. If a slave, born in the United Suites, be manumitted, or other- 

- lawfully discharged from bondage, or if a black man be 1- 

In the United Steles, and born free, he bee-1- b — 

in, but under such disabilities as tbe laws 
lively may deem it expedient to prescribe to fr 

This doctrine, though supported by high judicial 
authority, is by no meaDS universally admitted Courts 
and jurists of high respectability aDd authority bave de¬ 
nied that negroes of African descent, whose ancestors 
were of pure African blood and were brought iDto this 
country and sold as slaves, are or can become citizens of 
tbe United States, within the meaning of the Constitution 
of the United States. This doctrine has recently beeD 
maintained with much zeal, and at great length, in tbe 
case oi Dred Scott agt. Sandford, 20 Howard's U. S. R, 
393. Substantially tbe same doctriues have been pro¬ 
mulgated in Amy agt. Smith, 1 Littell’s Ken. R., 333 ; 
State agt. Claiborne, 1 Meigs's Ten. R, 331; Pendleton 
agt. State, I Eng. Ark. R, 509 ; Cooper agt. Tbe Major 
of Savannah, 4 Geo., 68; and by Dagget, O. J., in State 
agt. Crandall, in Connecticut. 

As to tbe correctness of those decisions, we express no 
opinion. Each most stand upon its own intrinsic merits, 
aDd they will undoubtedly receive that degree of respect 
to which, as legal productions, they are justly entitled. 
They do not, however, affect the question now before ns. 

Our present inquiry is confined to an interpretation ol 
tbe provision in our own Constitution already cited, and 
the term “ citizen of tbe United States," as used therein. 

Art. iv., 11, of the Constitution of the United States 
provides that 

4J The citizens of each State shall be entitled to all privileges and 
immunities of citizens in the several States.” 

Onr inquiry, therefore, extends not only to the rights 
of free coloured persons of African descent who were born 
within this State, but also to the same class of persons 
who may have been born in other States, but who have 
become residents of this State. . , 

Chief-Jnstice Taney, in the opinion of the majority^ot 
tbe Court in the case of Dred Scott agt- Sandford, cited 
above, lays down the following propositions as to citizen¬ 
ship of the United States:

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amended Constitution.” ’ ? ' 

The soundness of the doctrine of this opinion has since 
been recognised by the same Court, in the case of State 
agt. Nelson, 5 Iredell, 250. 

See. 2 of ch. 1 cf the Constitution of Massachusetts, 
adopted in March 1780, reads as follows :

which he is an inhabitant. And to remove all doubts concerning the 
meaniug of the word • inhabitant,’ in this Constitution, every person 
shall be considered an inhabitant, for the purpose of electing a..d 
being elected into any office or place within tne stale, in that town, 
district, or plantation, where he dwetleth, or hath his homo.” 

Slavery has not existed in Massachusetts since tbe adop¬ 
tion of tbe Constitution in 1780. Com. agt. Aves, 18 
Pick., 193. Aud from that day to the present, those free 
men of African descent, who possessed the qualifications 
required ol white citizens, have eBjuyed the rights of elec¬ 
tive franchise in that State. 

The Constitutions of other States, adopted before and 
since tbe formation of tbe preseut Federal Government, 
contain provisions equally bread and liberal, with refer¬ 
ence to the right of voting, as those from which we have 
already quoted; while iu others of the thirteen States 
which originally composed the Union, the right ot voting 
iu general elections was confined to “ free male white citi¬ 
zens.”

Such was tbe condition of tbiogs in 1820, when Maine, 
then forming a pari of the State ot Massachusetts, was 
erected into a new and independent State, and her cili- 
zeus, alter having lived nuder the Constitution oi 1780 
lor a period of forty years, lormed the Constituiiuo umler 
which we now live. The Convention tout formed that 
Constitution was composed of our mo3t intelligent and 
influential citizens. Every important provision in that 
instrument was closely scrutinized before it was adopted. 
Nor did the section which prescribed the qualification of 
electors pass unchallenged When that section was un¬ 
der consideration, Mr. Vance, of CaUis, moved to insert 
the word “ Negroes” after the words 1 Indians not taxed.”
